(32) “Art gallery or, bookstore, or retail store permit”: a permit granted7

by the Liquor Control Board permitting an art gallery or, bookstore, or retail8

store to conduct an event at which malt or beverages, vinous beverages, or both9

are served by the glass to the public, provided that the event is approved by the10

local licensing authority. A permit holder may purchase malt beverages or11

vinous beverages directly from a licensed retailer. A permit holder shall be12

subject to the provisions of this title and the rules of the Board regarding the13

service of alcoholic beverages. A request for a permit shall be submitted to the14

Department in a form required by the Department at least five days prior to the15

event and shall be accompanied by the permit fee required by subdivision16

231(a)(22) of this title. As used in this section subdivision, “art gallery” means17

a fixed establishment whose primary purpose is to exhibit or offer for sale18

works of art; and “bookstore” means a fixed establishment whose primary19

purpose is to offer books for sale; and “retail store” means a fixed20

establishment whose primary purpose is to offer apparel or jewelry for sale.21

(39) “Community event permit”: a permit granted by the Liquor3

Control Board permitting a nonprofit organization exempt from federal income4

taxation under subdivision 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code to serve5

malt beverages, vinous beverages, or both by the glass to the public for a6

period of no more than six hours during an event held for a charitable,7

educational, or public purpose, provided that the event is approved by the local8

licensing authority. A permit holder may purchase malt beverages or vinous9

beverages directly from a licensed retailer. A permit holder shall be subject to10

the provisions of this title and the rules of the Board regarding the service of11

alcoholic beverages. A request for a permit shall be submitted to the12

Department in a form required by the Department at least five days prior to the13

event and shall be accompanied by the permit fee required by subdivision14
